New Burn By-law 

The Open Air Burning By-law for Bradford West 
Gwillimbury has been amended - in part, to recognize 
the popularity of “wood-burning appliances,” like 
chimineas. 

For the first time, wood-burning appliances are 
specifically mentioned, requiring a $10 annual permit, 
and a minimum 5 metre clearance from any structures or 
buildings. 

The By-law also establishes 3 Open Air burning zones, 
with different clearance requirements in each. Area A is 
Rural Agricultural; Area B is Urban Settlement, and Area 
C is the Holland Marsh, where peat soils pose a particular 
fire hazard. 

In general, Open Air Burning is permitted anywhere in 
the municipality - as long as the fire is no larger than 1 cu. 
m. in size, and there is at least a 15 metre clearance from 
buildings and structures. The new clearances basically 
eliminate open air burning in most of Area B, the urban 
area, except on some larger lots. 

In the Agricultural Area A, farmers will be permitted to 
have larger bum piles - up to 3 cu. m. in size - and more 
than one bum pile at a time, as long as they can maintain 
a minimum clearance of 30 metres (about 100'). 

In Area C, the Marsh, bum piles are limited to 2 cubic 
metres, with a minimum 15 metre clearance - and 
must be located on proper burn sites, to ensure that the 
organic soils don’t catch fire. The new rules bring the 
Bradford West Gwillimbury portion of the Holland Marsh 
in line with the regulations m King Township. 

“We’re not trying to eliminate outdoor burning. We’re 
trying to make sure outdoor burning is safe,” said Fire 
Chief Kevin Gallant, in Council on April 3. 

Councillor Gary Lamb had praise for the new by-law, 
especially the regulations relating to wood-burning 
appliances. “There's as many chimineas in this Town 
as dogs without licences,” he said, noting that the $10 
permit fee will ensure safety and the education of the 
public. When residents pick up their permits, they’ll also 
get information on where and where not to place the 
appliances: at least 5 metres from the house, not on a 
wooden deck, and not under overhanging branches. 

Farm businesses will be able to purchase an annual 
permit, for $100 per property. Urban area residents can 
purchase a daily permit for $10, or weekly permit for $20. 
As well, campgrounds are regulated under the By-law 
for the first time - and will pay an annual fee of $100, for 
defined firepits. 

The By-law was approved on April 17.

power lines ignited dry grass in a 
ditch, causing a small grass fire. 

Fire Chief Kevin Gallant noted that 
the combination of strong winds and 
dry conditions pose a fire hazard - 
and that the department is hoping 
for “April Showers,” to reduce the 
risk. “I’m keeping my fingers crossed 
over the weekend," Gallant said. 
South Simcoe Police were also kept 
busy, responding to calls occasioned 
by Monday’s blustery weather. They 
received a dozen calls for trees 
and hydro wires down, and had to 
temporarily close roads where live 
wires posed a danger. 

A number of home and business 
alarms were activated by the wind, 
and police and fire were called to 
several small grass and garbage 
container fires during the afternoon 
and early evening hours. 

During the day, black-out 
conditions occurred in the vicinity 
of the Holland and Cookstown 
Marshes, where winds carried 
dry soil high into the atmosphere, 
creating dust clouds that resulted 


in poor visibility and a number of
